WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
Ambassador Afthur H. Dean said 
today that Russia's plan to re- 
sume nuclear tests shows clearly 
the Soviet Union intends to ‘rest 
its future policy on the terroriza- 
tion of humanity.” 

Dean, who returned. to this 
country last night from the stale- 
mated test-ban negotiations at 
Geneva, said the 100-megaton 
homb which Russia threatens to 
“is not a military weapon.” 
He classed such destructive pow- 
er as ‘a weapon of mass terror’ 
and charged the Russians would 
be testing it as such. 

Dean read his statement after 
his second meeting of the morn- 
ing with President Kennedy, 
to the Soviet an- 
about the resump- 
Dean said: 

These events at this time 
when the world could have had 
rn workable treaty show a de- 
termined Soviet purpose to resi 
its future policy on. the terroriza- 
tion of humanity. Soviet policy 
is a policy of overkill, but the 
government  underesti- 
mates the people of the world if 
it thinks they will capitulate to 
a strategy of blackmail and 
terror.’

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GOULART NEARS BRAZIL, 
RIVAL TROOPS ON MOVE 


Vice President Bides Time in Montevideo 
- Forces Land at Several Points in 
Effort to Subdue His Stronghold. 


SAO PAULO, Brazil, Sept. | 

P)\—Vice President Joao Gou 
are reached the vitinity of the 
Brazilian border today for a dra- 
matic return to claim the presi- 
dency that could plunge South 
America's biggéSt nation into 
civil war, 

Beaming with confidence, the 
42-year-old Vice President bided 
his time in Montevideo as rival 
military forces jockeyved cau- 
tiously for position, 

Brazil's three military chiefs, 
headed by War Minister Mar- 
shal Odilio Denys, announced 
yesterday a ‘combined operation 
had been launched to subdue the 
pro-Goulart Third Army in ‘the 
southern state of Rio Grande do 
Sul, the Vice President's home. 

There were reports of small- 
scale landings ai several points 
but no fighting was reported. 

The aircraft carrier Minas 
Gerais and three destroyers 
sailed out of Guanabara bay at 
Rio de Janeiro and. steamed 
southward this morning. Their 
destination was not known. 


Barges have been sunk at the 


entrance to the 140-mile-long La- 


goa dos Patos (Ducks Lagoon), 
the sea approach te Porto Ale- 
gre, to block a direct naval at- 
tack on the pro-yoularit state 
capital, 

Goulart, opposed for the presi-

Eero Saarinen, noted architect 
who designed the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial, died 
today in Ann Arbor, Mich. 


He underwent a two-hour Op- 
eration yesterday for removal of 
a brain tumor at the University 
of Michigan Medical Center, 

Mr. Sarrinen was 5i years 
old. His father, the late Eliel 
Saarinen, likewise was a famous 
architect, having won distinc- 
tion in Finland before coming 
to the United States. 


Engineers on Mr. Saarinen’s 75- 
member staff are putting finish- 
ing touches on working drawings 
for the 630-foot Gateway Arch 
which will be the dominant fea- 
ture of the memorial park on the 
St. “Louis -riverfront. His death

Pians for the arch should be 
ready for preliminary review 
about Sept. 15, it was reported. 
The National Park Service ex 
pects to advertise for bids in 
six weeks and to let a construc- 
tion contract in December.

BELGRADE, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic told 
the opening session of the con- 
ference of non-aligned nations 
today that the Soviet decision to 
resume nuclear tests would

Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugoslavia 
and Sukarno of Indonesia, made 
no mention of the Soviet action 
in their speeches at the confer- 
ence's first plenary session.

gret’’ at the Russian announce- 
ment and said it was ‘‘a shock 
io me and to world public 
opinion.” 

“Whatever the reasons were 
for the Soviet government deci- 
sion,”” Nasser said, “its most 
important and clear significance 
is grave deterioration in the in- 
ternational situation.” 

Nasser called Berlin and Ger- 
many the ‘‘problem of problems ’ 
and said a meeting between 
President Kennedy and Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev is ‘‘impera- 
tive... at the earfiesi.” 

The Arab leader said ‘saber 
rattling’’ must end and an ‘‘op- 
portunity be left open for calm 
negotiations on the highest level.”’

The board, sitting as a commit 
tee-ol -the-whole, adopted the plan 
after a lengthy discussion in 
which board member H. Lee 
Bruns chalenged the legality of 
the pian and offered unsuccessful 
motions seeking a judg- 
ment Of it.

Under the plan, the superin- 
lendent of instruction, acting as 
chairman of the existing com- 
mittee of executive officers, is 
given full powers to direct and 
supervise all departments, includ- 
ing the school building depart- 
ment, the auditor's office and 
secretary-treasurer's oliice, im 
addition to his instruction 
aepartment 

Under Board’s Control. 

These supervisory powers will 
be exercised ‘subject to the con- 
sent of the other executive offi- 
cers and to the control of the 
school board.” 

Board member James 5S. Mc- 
Clellan, sponsor of the plan, said 
its effect will be to weld the 
commuuee of executive ollicers 
into a ‘‘closély-knit management 
team with the superintendent of 
instruction acting as captain.” 

He noted that the plan puts 
into effect many of the changes 
sought in the school board's 
administrative reorganiz- 
ation bill which was defeated 
earlier this year by the Missoun 
Legislature. 

He also said the plan difters 
from the one now, in effect by 
“spelling out the authority and 
responsibilities in wmch the 
school board invests the super- 
intendent.’’ A resolution giving 
Hickey undefined ‘general su- 
pervision” over the other de- 
partments was adopted by the 
school board iast year.

It was topped 
by a fowr-inch-high missile and 
carried the inscription—in red 
icing—‘‘Good luck, Titan.”’

In Washington the FRI said it 
had started an investigation of 
the possibility that a bomh may 
have caused the crash.

In reply to questions, Dean 
said Great Britain and the 
United States had “incorporated 
every reasonable provision that 
any reasonable person could 
seek”’ in a test-ban treaty. 

“The Soviet announcement 
clearly shows they have no in- 
terest in a treaty,”” Dean said. 

As for the Kremlin boast of a 
100-megaton bomb, Dean said it 
would be impossible to direct a 
weapon of such magnitude with 
the precision required to classify 
it as a military weapon.

KENNEDY TO HOLD

The Unwed Mother 


It seems to me that those who 
speak loudest in their condemna- 
tion of unmarried mothers and chil- 
dren born out of wedlock feel that 
shame and poverty will solve this 
problem; where no embarrassment 
and guilt exist, they will create it. 
What a stupid and naive thought. 

I worked for three years as a 
trained social worker, and the num- 
ber of unwed mothers who were 
without guilt or shame was very 
few. In fact, the average unwed 
mother, most often in her middle 
teens, was usually so overcome by 
her guikt and anxiety that she was 
unable to tell her parents of her 
problem, and the necessity of plan- 
ning for the birth and care of the 
forthcoming child was an insur- 
mountable one. 

The problem of the unwed mother 
exists in all cultural, racial and eco- 
nomic groups. The trouble is, we 
hear about this problem only in 
connection with the very low eco- 
nomic group. 

In some cultural groups, a child 
born out of wedlock is absorbed by 
a distant relativé, friend or even 
the immediate fantily. In the eco 
nomically stable family, no funds 
are solicited, so no clamor is made. 

Guilt, shame, public embarrass- 
ment and forced destitution will not 
solve this problem. The unwed 
mother feels enough of these emo- 
tions without our moral indignation 
to instill them in her. 

Proper cultural, educational and 
economic advantages for the citi- 
rens of the low economic groups 
will help. 

But let us face it. With the num- 
ber of people in the country, we 
will always have the unwed mother 
and the child born out of wedlock. 
Both of them deserve the opportu- 
nity to develop their lives in the 
best way possible, and not be made 
to feel “third class”’ citizens. .

Soviet Russia’s shocking decision to resume 
nuclear tests frees the United States to end 
its own moratorium on testing at whatever 
time the national interest requires it. But 
President Kennedy is wise in declining to 
shoot from the hip. The present state of our 
nuclear arsenal, he said after his strategy con- 
ferences Thursday, is “wholly adequate for 
the defense needs of the United States and of 
the free world.” This means that he has 
time in which to turn around. 

It can be taken for granted that if the Sovi- 
ets carry out extensive tests the United States 
will be forced to do the same. But the elabo- 
rate preparations required cannot be com- 
pleted overnight, and there is no need for a 
noisy declaration of intent in the meantime. 
The prudent course would be to order the 
preparations to go forward at once—an order 
we assume has already been given—but to 
delay the actual decision to resume tests until 
the most propitious date. That would be the 
date at which a cruel necessity could be under- 
taken with the least damage, and perhaps with 
positive advantage, to our world leadership. 

A worldwide revulsion of opinion against 
the Soviets, for being the first to break the 
three-year moratorium on tests, evidently has 
already begun. A hasty decision by the United 
States to follow suit would bring us no mili- 
tary advantage but would permit us to be 
bracketed with the Soviets as sharing almost 
equal guilt for this renewal of the arms race. 
It is much better to let the whole world see 
for itself that Moscow is exclusively respon- 
sible for dashing hopes for a treaty that would 
ban tests permanently.

President Kennedy ought to use the interim 
period, we think, to bring an indictment of the 
Soviet Union before the United Nations. It 
would not be amiss if he went personally to 
the General Assembly opening Sept. 19 and 
laid his case before the bar of world opinion. 

He should recount the long and patient ef- 
forts our negotiators have made to arrive at 
a test-ban agreement. He should cite the 
series of concessions made in the vain hope 
of reaching a meeting of minds with Moscow. 
He should renew, in the most specific terms, 
this nation’s readiness to sign a properly safe- 
guarded test-ban treaty at once, and to pro- 
ceed to general disarmament. He should 


make clear that only one barrier stands in 
the way, and that is the Soviet Union’s blind 
and cynical refusal to participate in the shap- 
ing of a structure of international law to take 
the place of nationalist anarchy. 

The President confronts a rare opportunity 
here to strengthen our standing with the un- 
committed nations, especially in Asia, which 
have tended to equate the Soviet Union and 
the United States as perhaps equally to blame 
for the nuclear arms race. Nothing offered 
a better chance to check that race than the 
moratorium which the Soviets have now bro- 
ken and the test-ban treaty which they have 
so brutally destroyed. 

* . . 

This is the case that should be made before 
the U.N. Yet more than propaganda for our 
side is at stake. There are positive values in 
mobilizing world opinion and stating it clear- 
ly. The U.N. should speak because it is right 
to speak. The U.N. should condemn the So- 
viet Union for breaking the moratorium, and 
call upon it in the name of humanity to 
reconsider. 

One need have no illusions about the effec- 
tiveness of such an appeal. The Soviets de- 
fied world opinion in ending the moratorium 
and are not likely to soften before a U.N. 


resolution. But no country, not even an un- . 


democratic one, is totally immune from world 
opinion. 

The Kremlin decision on testing is undoubt- 
edly the result of a long struggle between two 
schools of Communist doctrine, with Premier 


Khrushchev, probably, on the losing side. A .- 


clear and unequivocal condemnation of this de- 
cision by the world community will strengthen 
the hands of those in the Soviet Union—and 
they exist—who know that the interests of 
humanity override the interests of any par- 
ticular nation.“ This may not undo the tragic 
decision on tests, but it could pave the way 
for greater success in other efforts to end 
the arms race. 

That other efforts must be made, despite 
the bitter disappointment of today, goes with- 
out saying. No nation can in clear conscience 
permit the drift toward cataclysm to continue; 
and the United States should make itself the 
undisputed leader of all forces everywhere 
that would save mankind from a war that 
might be its last. 3 


The President and the Schools 


The Administration went about as far as it 
could go to appease Congress on behalf of 
school legislation—and it lost. President Ken- 
nedy’s prime objective was a” $2,484,000,000 
program for teachers’ pay and public school 
construction. This finally was reduced to a 
$324,000,000, one-year emergency building 
program which Representative Adam Clayton 
Powell Jr., chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee, called up under the Calendar Wednes- 
day procedure. The bipartisan coalition killed 
it, 162 Republicans and 82 Democrats com- 
bining to cast 242 votes against it. There 
were only 169 in favor. 

It is appalling that 242 Representatives 
should be so blind to the necessities of the 
schools, and to the future of the nation which 
depends on its schools. 

The President says “we will be back next 
year.” He should indeed renew the fight, and 
we hope his Administration has learned a les- 
son from this one. Mr. Kennedy never really 
took the issue to the country. He relied on 
“inside work” with members of Congress. The 
tactics did not succeed because many mem- 
bers felt more pressure from the opponents 
of Federal aid to schools—including the pres- 
sure from Catholics who insisted on aid to 
parochial schools or aid to none—more than 
they felt pressure from the White House. 

We hope the President next year will de- 
vote at least one major television address to 
the issue, explaining in clear detail why Fed- 
eral aid is needed, why the Constitution and 
sound social policy forbids its extension to 
religious schools, why the bipartisan coalition 
which beat him this time must be beaten 
next time. Unless Mr. Kennedy engages him- 
self personally and deeply in the contest he 
cannot expect to win. 


Pleasures of the Orient 

News from the Far East is that the new 
military regime in South Korea is meddling 
with one of the oldest customs of the Orient, 
the practice of haggling ‘over prices. It is 
encouraging managers of Seoul department 
stores to put price tags on merchandise to 
end bargaining between shoppers and sales- 
persons..Formerly it was the custom for a 
shopper to ask the merchant for his price, 
and when that was announced act as though 
the enormous amount had thrown him into a 
fit. Recovering slowly from the seizure, he 
would gasp out an offer of, say, 15 per cent 


of the price asked. That would throw the 


merchant into a fit. Then in the course of a 
series of fits of descending magnitude the two 
would reach a decent compromise. sheer 
joy of haggling is a strong business stimu- 
lant in Asia, and we doubt whether a silly 
little price tag will end it. 


One Way. to Get Youth to Fly 


The six-month experiment of flying passen- 
gers 12 years old through 21 at half fare may 
not do much to pull the airlines out of their 
financial difficulties but it certainly is worth 
trying. Civil Aeronautics Board approval 
clears the way for 13 airlines, including all 
trunk lines except Eastern, to make the test. 


The plight of the airlines is so bad financial- 
ly that almost any scheme which has the 
slightest chance of success merits a trj. Net 
losses of domestic trunk lines for the first 
four months of 1961 totaled $16,000,000. Con- 
tributing largely to this was the growing pub- 
lic preference for coach service over first- 
class. As more of the new jetliners on order 
were delivered, the prospect was that the car- 
riers’ overcapacity in seating would grow. Yet 
theoretically the new jets, with more speed, 
more seats and quicker turn-around, should 


have enabled the airlines to carry more pas- - 


sengers than ever before. 


There simply are too many empty seats and 
they can’t be put back on the shelf for later 
sale. It may be that these empty seats will 
be filled by the 12-to-22s attracted by bar- 
gain rates and parents who may accompany 
them. According to the University of Michi- 
gan Research Center, only 29 per cent of the 
adult population of this country has flown 
in commercial aircraft. 

If young Americans can be sold on air travel 


through the half-fare plan, it will afford some 


relief now and in time could raise this 9 per 
cent figure sufficiently to reduce markedly 
the overcapacity now afflicting the carriers. 


Atlanta’s Fine Example 


Atlanta’s smoothly skillful handling of the 
desegregation of four of its public schools was 
a demonstration to the rest of the Deep South 
that the transition can be carried out pain- 
lessly by any community that will make the 
necessary preparations for it. President Ken- 
nedy in his press conference spoke with ad- 
miration of the months-long “vigorous ef- 
forts” by Atlanta officials and citizens to lay 
the groundwork for the change. He con- 
gratulated by name Gov. Vandiver, Mayor 
Hartsfield, Chief of Police Jenkins and Super- 
intendent of Schools Letson. ; 

This list of officialdom, running all the way 
from the statehouse to the schoolhouse, is an 
indication of the scope of co-operation that is 
essential to orderly integration. If any one 
of these officials had failed to do less than his 
duty, violence might have resulted. It is par- 
ticularly worthy of note that, in marked con- 
trast with the performance of the police of 
Birmingham on the occasion of the Freedom 
Riders’ appearance there, the Atlanta police 
fulfilled their function with quiet efficiency. 

The President’s admonition to other com- 
munities to profit by the example of Atlanta 
calls for particular attention in New Orleans, 
where the public schools are scheduled to 
open next week. Louisiana, still lagging be- 
hind Georgia, continues the unrealistic course 
of trying to avoid integration instead of pre- 
paring for it. The state’s local-option school- 
closing law has been struck down by a three- 
judge United States court, as was of course 
predestined. In anticipation that there may 
be trouble, the Department of Justice is send- 
ing 60 United States marshals to New Orleans 
at the request of the federal district court. 
Though time is growing short, and much of 
it has been wasted in fruitless maneuvers 
of evasion, the people of New Orleans and 
Louisiana may still spare themselves trouble 
by taking such measures of preparation as 
may yet be carried out. 

Since long-range. planning and readying of 
public forces is, as was to have been expected, 
proving so vital to orderly desegregation, it 
is good to see that the United States Civil 
Service "Commission apparently will receivé 
a two-year extension of its four-year term end- 
ing in November. The commission has shown 
itself to be a valuable instrument in support 
of civil rights for oppressed minorities, and 
there is much more work for it to do, 


Space Center for St. Louis 


The Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce 
has been making a vigorous effort to get the 
proposed $60,000,000 manned space flight re- 
search center for St. Louis, and it deserves 
to succeed. If the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration thinks it necessary to 
move the project away from Langley Field, 
near Hampton, Va., then it ought not to over- 
look the special advantages of a location in 
the St. Louis area. The Chamber has sug- 
gested four sites, two in nearby Illinois and 
two in Missouri. 6 

The St. Louis-area sites meet all the re- 
quirements set out by the Federal space agen- 
cy. These include the availability of a large, 
diversified industrial complex capable of sub- 
stantial expansion; of first-rate university sci- 
entific and other resources; of a trained labor 
force; superior rail, water and air transporta- 
tion, and well-rounded cultural facilities, 
among other things. 

Locating the space center in this area would 
produce a tremendous boost to the local econ- 
omy. The vast sums that will have to be 
spent on research would help nourish the 
area’s educational institutions. These are the 
attractions and St. Louis’s metropolitan com- 
petitors are well aware of them; but whether 
they have as much to offer in return ig, a 
question. 

As the Chamber says, national resources 
are most carefully conserved by drawing on 
them where they are. The St.. Louis area

The Role of the Military 


Involvement in Politics Will Damage Its Prestige, Impair Civil Control 


From an Address by 
Senator J. W. Fulbright 


The military profession is now in- 
volved intimately in national policy 
processes. This involvement is not the 
result of any conscious quest for politi- 
cal power on the part of the military 
but rather the inevitable product of 
the new world-wide commitments of 
the United States and of the revolution 
in military technology.

This latter principle, rooted in our 
Constitution and in many centuries of 
Anglo-Saxon tradition, has served the 
Republic well. It is indispensable to 
the preservation of democratic govern- 
ment, and it is indispensable to the 
preservation of the professional integ- 
rity and effectiveness of the military. 

The memorandum which I submitted 
to the Secretary of Defense was based 
upon my strong belief in these princi- 
ples. Its purpose was certainly not to 
silence military officers who choose to 
express their own views in public and 
who are subject to the discipline of 
their superiors and their own sense of 
duty and propriety. 

Nor was the memorandum prepared 
for the purpose of criticizing private 
individuals or organizations for holding 
or promulgating any opinions whatso-

ever. There is no question of the right 
of groups of private citizens, such as 
chambers of commerce, to orgamize 
programs of any character, to select 
speakers freely, and to discuss any 
topics they choose. 

The memorandum was directed sole- 
ly at the impropriety of officers of the 
armed services permitting their pres- 
tige and official status to be exploited 
by persons with extreme views on 
highly controversial political issues. 

Nor does it matter whether the ex- 

tremist views expressed were those of 
the Left or of the Right. The instances 
cited in the mefmorandum happened 
to be cases which reflect the extremism 
of the Right. I would have been equally 
concerned had I know of military par- 
ticipation in attacks from the extreme 
Left. 
There are powerful barriers in the 
United States to the rise of a political 
military establishment —the country’s 
long history of anti-militarism; the re- 
cruitment system which creates a 
corps of officers nurtured in this his- 
tory; the officer rotation system; the 
strong bonds of our professional sol- 
diers to the political and social values 
of the democratic society from which 
they are drawn; and, finally, the long- 
standing tradition, which is tightly 
woven into the whole fabric of Ameri- 
can military custom, that the officer 
corp should be non-political.

Supply Still

The greater availability of resi- 
dential mortgage funds evident 
during the first quarter 
@nued during the second quar- 
ter, according to a report for 
the period released by the Fed- 
eral National Mortgage Associa- 
tion this week-end 

The agency's Secondary Mar- 
ket Operations Second Quarter 
Report and Financial: Statement 
discloses that purchases of FHA 
and VA mortgages by the associ- 
ation dropped 35 per cent from 
F184 valued at $106,561,000 in the 
first quarter to 5315, worth $68.- 
435,000, in the second quarter. 
These purchases also represented 
® substantial decrease from the 
comparable quarter a year ago— 
e relatively ‘‘tight money” pe- 
rind when 20.246 mortgages 
valued at $254,904.000 were ac- 
quired. 

The corporation also reported 
that during the April-June period 
tt sold 24,449 loans valued at 
$284,231,000—an increase of 34 
per cent over the previous quar- 
ter when 18,251 mortgages were 
enld for $212,320,000 to long-term 
Private investors. This rather 
sizable portfolio reduction was 
in sharp contrast with that ef- 
fected during the same period a 
vear ago when only 355 mort- 


gages valued at $4.624.000 were 
sold.

Fluctuations Normal. 


In releasing his report, FNMA 
President J. Stanley Baughman 
pointed out that the fluctuations 
in purchases and sales were 
normal, and to be expected, and 
reflected the condition of the 
mortgage market. He also said 
"w meant that ‘“‘the association 
is effectively discharging its 
responsibilities in providing a 
degree of liquidity to the resi-

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The steamboat people provided a berth and meals and 
round-trip passage, Cape Girardeau-St. Louis, for $5. The 
eompany fed its passengers well, making them ashamed to 
complain about the high cost of steamboat passage. 

The steamboat passengers from Jackson heaped their 
complaints on the commuting situation to and from the landing 
at Cape Girardeau. They complained about the Cape Girardeau 
Macadam and Plank Toll Road. The road was the best- 
surfaced and shortest route between the towns but a round 
trip on it was 90 cents for 20 miles and a man had to be in a 
tremendous hurry or a money-burning fool to use the toll road 
when he went to Cape. 


Henry Morton, the Cape Girardeau county recorder, 
showed me a toll house that still stands, its tolltaker’s three- 
windowed outcropping flush tq the road, jutting out from the 
main part of the house. One window was a lookout to the west, 
one was a lookout to the east. The middle window is the 
biggest. The money changed hands through it. 


Business went along smoothly at the toll-takers’ middle 
windows from the time the road began business in 1853 until 
tts charter expired in’ 1903, Morton said. The toll-takers kept 
demanding their money after the charter ran out but travelers 
gradually lost the habit of paying and in 1908 the toll gates 
were removed. 


A farmer was the first to demonstrate how flimsy 
the toligates had become. He looped a chain over one 
toll gate on the way into Jackson, said goodby to the 
toll-taker, whipped up his team and departed with half 
the gate. On the trip home the farmer flung his trusty 
chain over the remaining half of the toll gate and went 
home to celebrate free roads. 


“We'd drive two miles out of the way to keep from paying 
the toll,”” Morton said. “‘Of course, when a fellow took his girl 
for a buggy ride he’d use the toll road, just to show what «a 
big spender he was.” 

Ah, the good old days on the road, the simple days, the 
safe and sane days, Mr. Morton.

It’s possible, of course, that 
the theater owners considered 
themselves simply good busi- 
ness men who were trying to 
keep up with the times. They 
may have noticed the dominant 
post-war feeling that the huck- 
sters are everywhere anyway. 

But has anyone yet been able 
to bring the hucksters into the 
temple without offending and 
driving away the truly pious? 
And will there ever be anyone 
who will—undoubtedly with those 
velvet ropes—drive them out of 
the movie temple again? 


Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


IF YOU HAVE wood floors in 
your home, this is a pretty fair 
time of the year to get them 
back into good condition. A good 
Starting point is to remove the 
old accumulations of wax and 
dirt and the best thimg to use 
here is a prepared wood floor 
cleaner. Water should not be 
used for cleaning a wood floor 
because it can damage the finish 
and can also harm the floor 
itself. 

After the floor is clean you 
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may find spots where the finish 
needs a little touching up. This 
is pretty easy to do with a spot 
of shellac, varnish, or floor sea! 
depending on which kind is used 
on the floor. In general the erea 
must be clean and dry and then 
thin coats of the correct finish 
are applied to build up a patch 
the same color and thickness 
as the surrounding finish. 

If there is a spot where the 
finish has become badly worn, 
the wood may be discolored and 
this must be fixed before a 
patch is applied. Often you can 
remove dirt and discoloration 
from the wood by sanding. 

If the dirt is very deep in the 
wood it may be necessary to 
apply a commercial wood bleach 
and then apply a dab of stain. 
This calls for careful work so 
that you don’t get this one area 
darker than the rest. Apply the 
Stain in very light thin coats 
It’s a lot easier to apply several 
thin coats and get the right re- 
sult than to apply one thick coat 
and have it come out too dark. 

Once you've got a nice clean 
floor and have done any neces- 
sary patching, it’s time for wax. 
The dest kind of wax to use on a 
wood floor is @ paste wax and 
this should be applied with an

EVERYONE KNOWS what an artist's life is like and where 
it is lived.

One day last sprimg, Peek walked into the jewelry store 
owned by young Bob Lenhart and noticed that Lenhart had a 
wall covered with pafntings. 


“To tell the truth,” Lenhart says a bit apologet- 
ically, “there was this big empty wall so I asked 
Roscoe Flint-Smith, the sign painter, te lend me seme 
of his things for display.”

Peek, who has specialized in Indian art in recent years, 
remarked that it would be nice to have a display, maybe 
even a show for other Sunday and hobby artists. 

As things go in our organized world, soon a committee 
was formed. Only four or five attended the first meeting but on , 
June 29 the Jefferson County Artists Guild was formed. Now 
there are 40 members and 33 patrons. Artists include profes- 
sionals like Bob Moody, portrait painter and scenic artist 
for Volland Studios, who'll study in Munich next year; Arthur 
Fitzsimmons, who teaches at St. Louis University; Edward 
Lamprich of the First National Bank’s display department; 
Charles Wentworth of McDonnell Aircraft. Some are self 
taught like Mrs. Lester Weber of Grubville. Some started for 
fun like Cora Marie Flint-Smith, who was kibitzing her 
daughter’s work when the family dared her to try; her 
“Sycamores’” won a blue ribbon. 


Lenhart has had to push the jewelry back in the 
corners of his store to house the exhibit work. There 
are landscapes by Mrs. Robert Stoveson, leather work 
by Walter (Bud) Mueller, Emmett Kelly portraits by 
Darlene Hanson, gun carvings, mosaic work, water- 
colors, oils. The only common denominator of the 
group is the slogan which Peek introduced, ‘“‘Les 
peinteurs sont fou”—Painters are crazy. 


The show, which will feature food as well as art, is only 
the beginning. The group plans to sponsor classes, maybe 
bring a bookmobile and summer theater to High Ridge. Meet- 
ings are held each Monday night at Lenhart’s to sketch and 
paint and anyone who wanders in may end up modeling. I 
“sat” for 15 minutes and the results were intriguing. Every- 
thing from an intriguing aquiline profile (‘I've only painted 
horses,”’ the artist explained) to flattering glamour girl por- 
traits and one modernistic cubistic interpretation by nine-year- 
old Melinda Flint-Smith (“I recognize the blockhead,” my 
husband said admiringly.)

George III’s Fatal Plunge Recalls Four-Generation History of Great Wealth, Domestic Misery 


GEORGE W. VANDERBILT Ill 
By Olivia Skinner

WHEN George W. Vanderbilt 
Ill, 47-year-old multimillionaire, 
threw himself out of a_ tenth 
floor hotel room in San Francis- 


co earlier this summer, it was 
but the latest tragic chapter in 
the annals of that fabled family. 
Domestic misery has marched 
hand in hand with money through 
Vanderbilt private life for four 
generations. 

Until his death, multiple mar- 
riages were the only part of the 


\family jinx to hit George and his 


Ider brother, racing entirusiast 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt. They 
re the sons of the former 

Margaret Emerson, Baltimore 
Bromo-Seltzer heiress, and Al- 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt, who 
perished in 1915 on the torpedoed 
steamship Lusitania. Alfred, who 
could not swim, gave his life 
belt to a woman passenger and 
sent away his valet with the in- 
structions: “Save all the kiddies 
you can, boy.” 

George W. Vanderbilt III was 
a quiet sort about whom his 
puzzled brother snorted: “He 
wouldn't walk across the street 
to see a horse race.”” But George 
made no bones about an itch- 
ing foot. ‘I like to write, you 
know,”” he said. “I can write 
while I’m traveling. I see no 
sense pinning myself down to an 
office job.” 

His early hunting trips in 
search of “‘lions, tigers and fun’’ 
crystallized into a genuine love 
of natural history. He led two 
expeditions to Panama and two 
to Africa. One collecting trip to 
the south seas netted 5000 snakes, 
15,000 insects and 10,000 birds 
for the Philadelphia Academy of 
Natural Science. 


Dedicated naturalists are 
among the most contented men 
in the world. For years George 
Vanderbilt cruised happily about 
in his yacht searching for ani- 
mals like the exploding ‘octopus 
he fished up from the bottom 
of the Pacific Ocean. The deep- 
water beast, said Vanderbilt, 
lived at such pressure that when 
he brought it to the surface it 
blew up in his face. He pre- 
sented the two halves of the 

to a museum in Hono- 
lulu. Later he endowed the 
George Vanderbuilt Foundation 
at Stanford University, for which 
he collected seven tons of rare 
fish in the Gulf of Thailand in 
1958. 

The thrice-divorced George 
was active not only in science 
but in philanthropy. A Navy 
veteran of World War II, he had 
won the Legion of Merit for 
heroism in Pacific combat. 

On June 25, Vanderbilt and 
his fourth bride, the former Mrs. 
Louise’ Mitchell Paine, checked 
into the Mark Hopkins Hotel in 
San Francisco. He went out to 
buy theater tickets while his 
wife prepared to take a tub. 

Later, when she emerged from 
the tub, the curtains were bil- 
lowing through the large picture 
window, which had been closed 
when she entered the bathroom. 
Ten stories below, George Van- 
derbilt lay dead on the pave- 
ment. 

Puzzled officials ruled the 
tragedy ‘suicide 

because of ill health.”” A $40,- 

000,000 inheritance, a respect- 

ed scientific career and a new 
wife were not enough to save 

a great-grandson of ‘“‘Commo- 

dore” Cornelius Vanderbilt 

from a violent death. 

The tradition of unhappiness 
began with the Commodore him- 
self, the founder of the fortune. 
According to a legend recounted 
by Cleveland 2mory in “Who 
Killed Society?” tall, blond, 16- 
year-old Cornelius in 1810 wear- 
ied of chores on the family farm 
near Brooklyn, N. Y. His moth- 
er agreed to lend him $100 to 
buy a sailboat to tote freight and 
passengers between Staten Is- 
land and Manhattan. But at a 
price. Within one month Corne- 
lius must first plow, harrow and 
plant with corn an eight-acre lot. 

The boy made his first bril- 
liant business deal then and 
there. He rounded up all his 
neighborhood chums and prom- 
ised them sailboat rides in re- 
turn for their labor to cultivate 
the eight acres. Seventy years 
later he had multiplied that orig- 
inal -$100 capital a million times. 
The purchasing power of this 
sum today would be in the bil- 
lions. 

The Commodore was no doting 
father. He left his nine daugh- 
ters $4,000,000. His favorite son, 
George Washington Vanderbilt, 
was killed in the Civil War. His 


second son Cornelius, epileptic, 
gambler and .ne’er-do-well, was 
left $200 a week in trust. This, 
however, was understandable. 
According to Henry Chafetz in 
his “Beat the Devil, A History 
of Gambling in the United 
States,”’ young Cornelius sponged 
on all his father’s friends. Cor- 
nelius’s penchant for gambling 
was so strong that when he had 
epileptic seizures at the faro 
table, his companions would go 
right on playing. They knew 
that when he recovered, he 
would resume gaming immedi- 
ately. 


Amory recounts that the Com- 
modore labeled another son, Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt, a ‘‘blather- 
skite, beetlehead and sucker’’ to 
his face. Only when young Wil- 
liam bested his parent in a ma- 
nure deal did the doughty finan- 
cier begin vo respect his son. He 
left $90,000,000 to William. 

Old New York aristocracy like 
the Beekmans, the Schuylers and 
the Rhinelanders did not yield 
their scepters to the parvenu 
newcomers without a struggle. 
One Hyde Park (N. Y.) boy was 
allowed to play with Roosevelts 
but never with Vanderbilts. 
“You may be nice to them, but 
don’t get involved,”” warned his 
mother. 


In that era, $176,000,000 was 
sent abroad to purchase Euro- 
pean noble husbands for 500 
American heiresses. Mrs. Oliver 
Hazard Perry Belmont, recent- 
divorced from the Commodore’s 
grandson, William K. Vanderbilt, 
smarted from Old Guard snubs. 
She recouped by finagling for 
her unwilling 18-yegr-old daugh- 
ter, Consuelo Vanderbilt, the 
most aristocratic of all, Charles 
Spencer Churchill, ninth Duke of 
Marlborough. 


But the dark, willowy bride 
was in love with another man. 
She consented to the match after 
an argument that, the daughter 
said, ‘‘drained all my youth 
away.” At that, however, the 
mother had had.-to fake a heart- 
attack to bring? ‘about her daugh- 
ter’s capitulation. Lest Con- 
suelo change her mind at the 
last moment, Mrs. Belmont set 
a guard at her daughter's door 
on her wedding day. 


At the church, symphony or- 
chestra conductor Walter Dam- 
roch waited with upraised ba- 
ton for 20 minutes before play- 
ing the wedding march. 
Churchill delayed the cere- 
mony while he signed last- 
minute documents ‘‘financial in 
nature’ with his father-in-law’s 
attorneys. In all, $2,500,000 
worth of railway stock was 
made over to the duke that 
day in 1895. 


At Blenheim, the Marlborough 
castle in England, Consuelo was 
instructed by her. mother-in-law 
to have a son as quickly as she 
could. ‘“‘It would be impossible,” 
said the dowager, ‘‘to have that 
little upstart Winston Churchill 
become duke.” 


When Consuelo obediently pro- 
duced the infant Blandford and 
the infant Ivor in quick succes- 
sion, her mother-in-law sniffed 
condescendingly that ‘‘American 
women seem to have boys more 
easily than we do.”” In 1920, 
Consuelo had had it. Her mar- 
riage had cost the Vanderbilts 
$10,000,000. She divorced the 
duke, the walled ancestral castle 
of Blenheim and bought-and-paid 
for nobility. Her subsequent 
marriage in 1921 provides one 
of the few genuinely happy end- 
ings in the sad Vanderbilt saga. 
To this day, still beautiful, she 
is Mrs. Jacques Barzan, wife of 
a French aviator. He had fallen 
in love with her when she was 17. 

Two years after the Vanderbilt- 
Marlborough wedding, a colum- 
nist wrote in a gossip magazine, 
“Where were the Vanderbilts 
socially even five years ago? 

. but I prophecy that they will 
eventually lead, partly because 
there is more gold on the young 
male, and more brass on the 
young female side of the house

Vanderbilt and she was born a

The two generations of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilts were not 
reconciled for years. In dia- 
mond and emerald stomacher, 
dog collars, outsize brooches 
and pendant earrings, the 
younger Mrs. Vanderbilt tried 
energetically to outshine her 
mother-in-law. This took some 
doing. Mrs. Cornelius II lived 
in a $3,000,000 turreted Manhat- 
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Symbol of a way of life that has passed, the old Vanderbilt mansion on Fifth avenue, New 
— York, was built in 1894, torn down in 1930. 


tan town house designed after 

the royal French chateau of 

Blois. 

Mrs. Grace Wilson Vanderbilt's 
son Cornelius IV remarked: ‘“‘All 
her life, Mother loved the lime- 
light.” Hostesses used to in- 
vite Mrs. Vanderbilt an hour 
earlier than other guests be- 
cause, to make an effective en- 
trance, she always arrived 60 
minutes late. A contemporary 
commented: ‘‘She was without 
conversation.”’ True enough; ex- 
cept about herself. Her colossal 
ego seemed unpuncturable. In a 
letter from England she wrote: 
*‘As soon as the King entered he 
looked around . . . pointed me 
out to some other royalties and 
said how charming I was... 
they all said I had the most beau- 
tiful jewels in the house.”’ 


The relentless pursuit of social 
prominence does not breed a 
cozy home life. Women in society 
in those days generally saw their 
children not more than a few 
minutes a day. 


Cornelius Vanderbilt III arrived 
at his office earlier than any of 
his clerks and spent as much 
time there as possible. His son 
Cornelius IV wrote: “I can’t say 
that I think my parents had very 
happy lives ... Their marriage 
deteriorated seriously over the 
years ... 1 asked them why they 
didn’t get a divorce, “People in 
our situation do not get divorces’, 
my father said.” 

Six-times-wed Cornelius IV has 
had no such scruples. Though 
he now lives chiefly by describ- 
ing the foibles of his friends and 
forbears in print, at his first 
marriage, to Rachel Littleton, 
the newlyweds received $1,000,000 
worth of wedding gifts. 

Five wives and 26 years later, 
his fifth ex-wife, Mrs. Patricia 
Wallace Vanderbilt, applied for

I WATCHED Charies Colling- 
wood’s recent television pro 
gram, “Berlin: Act of War?” So 
much anguish in those faces! 
What does it mean? What is the 
deep underlying that 
we shall seize in retrospect, if at 
all? 

By chance this week I came 
across a postcard I had mailed 
from Germany when I was a 
young girl. It says: “Since Adri- 
anople has gone to the Bulgari- 
ans, the war talk gets very seri- 
ous. For six months every enter- 
prise in Austria has been closed, 
and the foot soldiers have been 
mobilized, There is real distress

in Austria. In Lorraine the peo- 
ple are all stirred up by the 
coming and going of soldiers who 
watch the frontier day and night. 
Business is at a standstill in 
Germany. Everybody is holding 
on to his money in case of war. 
Frau Weber says that the travel- 
ing men who come here leave 
without a single order. They say 
that by March or April there is 
bound to be war or a revolu- 
tion.” 


However I may smile at my 
simplicity in giving credence to 
all the hotel gossip — it is 
scarcely probable that every 
enterprise in Austria was 
closed down—the deep fear of 
war strikes me as important. 
The card is postmarked Jan. 
22, 1913. Eighteen menths later, 
plus a few days, Europe was 
at war. I do not mean to im- 
ply that the fear brought on 
the war; it merely presaged It. 

Recently I have read the two 
volumes of Hanotaux on the 
events that led up to the First 
World War. Every telegram, ev- 
ery diplomatic exchange is re- 
corded from Serbia, Austria, 
France, England and Germany,

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Fingernail Problem 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have two fingernails that have 
white spots underneath, and they are separating from the 
flesh. Could you tell what is causing this? I have not injured 
the nails to my knowledge. MRS. S. 

In medical language this is onycholysis (ah- 
KNEE-coe-LY-sis) which means that the nail is com- 
ing loose from its anchorage. If people ask, “What's 
the matter with your nails?” you can reply that you 
have onycholysis. 

There are multiple causes for this condition. Your 
letter pointed out that you have not, so far as you 
know, injured the nails, for injury can cause these 
white spots as well as loosening. 

Another cause, and very common, is psoriasis—a skin 
condition about which, frankly, we don’t know very much, al- 
though it is very common. 

If psoriasis happens to be affecting the nails, the case is 
probably one in which you know that you have the problem. 
So if you’ve been chronically troubled with psoriasis, and then

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have some nail trouble, that could well be the reason. 

If we can rule that out, what else? Well, being allergic to 
nail polish or to “‘clip-on”’ nails is a possibility. If that's it, 
the answer is obvious: Give your nails a chance to get along 
without their make-up. 

Still another possible cause is some fungus, per- 
haps a form of ringworm, which has invaded the nail- 
bed. : 

These are the major causes. 

I would be less than frank if I suggested that a 
doctor could look at such a case and say at once what 
is the cause of the trouble. Treatment sometimes 
(and sometimes not!) can be even harder than the 
diagnosis. 

Some types of fungus may be the easiest to correct. 
Allergy, once it is identified, can be solved with reasonable 
readiness, too. If it’s psoriasis, it becomes a trial-and-error 
matter, because there is no fixed treatment. With good luck 
you find an answer on the first or second try. With bad luck, 
you decide that there isn’t any answer. It’s that sort of a 
disease—not a dangerous ailment, but often as baffling as 
anything medicine has to tackle.
